Order  establishing  a  Minimum  Wage  in  the 
Transportation  Industry. 

THE  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby 
orders : — 

I.  That  where  used  in  this  Order  the  ex¬ 
pression  “  transportation  industry  ”  includes 
all  operations  in  or  incidental  to  the  carrying 
or  transporting  for  reward,  by  any  means 
whatever,  other  than  by  rail,  water,  or  air, 
any  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  article,  articles, 
or  material  the  property  of  persons  other  than 
the  carrier,  and  the  carrying  or  delivering  of 
goods,  wares,  merchandise,  article,  articles,  or 
material  by  or  on  behalf  of  any  manufacturer, 
jobber,  private  or  public  owner,  or  by  or  on 
behalf  of  any  wholesale,  retail,  private  or  pub¬ 
lic  vendor  thereof,  or  dealer  therein,  and  the 
carrying  or  delivering  to  or  collecting  from 
any  other  carrier  of  goods  by  rail,  water,  air, 
or  l'oad  transport,  for  the  purpose  of  being 
further  transported  to  some  destination  other 
than  the  place  at  which  such  aforementioned 
carriage  or  delivery  terminates. 

II.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  em¬ 
ployee  in  the  transportation  industry  herein¬ 
after  described  shall  be  as  follows : — 

1.  Operators  of  Motor  -  vehicles  of  2,000 
Pounds  Net  Weight  or  over,  as  specified 
on  the  Motor-vehicle  Licence,  exclusive  of 
those  specified  in  Section  7  hereof. 

(a.)  Not  less  than  forty  cents  (40c.)  per 
hour  when  their  week  consists  of  not 
less  than  forty  (40)  hours  and  not 
more  than  fifty  (50)  hours. 

(b.)  Not  less  than  forty-five  cents  (45c.) 
per  hour  when  their  week  consists  of 
less  than  forty  (40)  hours. 

(c.)  Not  less  than  sixty  cents  (60c.)  per 
hour  for  every  hour  in  excess  of 
fifty  (50)  hours  per  week  and  up  to 
and  including  fifty-four  (54)  hours 
per  week. 
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2.  Operators  of  Motor-vehicles  of  less  than 
2,000  Pounds  Net  Weight,  as  specified  on 
the  Motor-vehicle  Licence,  exclusive  of 
those  specified  in  Sections  3  and  7  hereof, 
(a.)  Not  less  than  thirty-five  cents  (35c.) 

per  hour  when  their  week  consists  of 
not  less  than  forty  (40)  hours  and 
not  more  than  fifty  (50)  hours. 

( b .)  Not  less  than  forty  cents  (40c.)  per 
hour  when  their  week  consists  of  less 
than  forty  (40)  hours. 

(c.)  Not  less  than  fifty -two  and  one-half 
cents  (52%c.)  per  hour  for  every 
hour  in  excess  of  fifty  (50)  hours 
per  week  and  up  to  and  including 
fifty-four  (54)  hours  per  week.

Not  less  than  sixty  cents  (60c.)  per 
hour  for  every  hour  in  excess  of  fifty 
(50)  hours  per  week  and  up  to  and 
including  fifty-four  (54)  hours  per 
week. 

7.  Drivers  of  Vehicles  employed  in  the  Retail 
Delivery  of  Bread  or  in  the  Retail  De¬ 
livery  of  Milk. 

Not  less  than  forty  cents  (40c.)  per  hour. 

III.  That  in  cases  where  the  vehicle  is  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  employee  all  reasonable  costs  to 
the  said  employee  in  connection  therewith, 
while  the  vehicle  is  actually  in  use  on  the 
employer’s  behalf,  shall  be  in  addition  to  the 
minimum  wages  fixed  herein. 

IV.  (a.)  That  every  employer  in  the  trans¬ 
portation  industry  who  requires  any  employee 
to  wear  a  uniform  shall  furnish  same  without 
cost  to  the  employee,  and  no  deductions  from 
the  wages  of  the  employee  shall  be  made  by 
the  employer  for  such  uniform. 

( b .)  That  in  any  case  where  employers  and 
employees  in  the  transportation  industry  make 
application  in  writing  that  a  different  arrange¬ 
ment  respecting  the  cost  of  uniforms  be  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Board,  the  Board  may  approve 
of  such  arrangement,  and  thereupon  the 
arrangement  so  approved  shall  be  applicable 
to  the  said  employers  and  employees  in  lieu  of 
section  IV.  (a)  of  this  Order. 


V.  That  every  employee  waiting  on  call  for 
employment  as  required  by  her  employer  shall 
be  paid  for  the  time  thus  spent  according  to 
the  rates  to  which  she  is  entitled  as  provided 
by  sections  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  or  7  of  paragraph 
ii.  hereof. 

VI.  That  every  employer  shall,  at  least  as 
often  as  semi-monthly,  pay  to  his  employees  in 
the  transportation  industry  all  wages  and 
salary  due  to  his  employees  up  to  a  day  not 
more  than  seven  (7)  days  prior  to  the  date  of 
payment.

AH  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 
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(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a
